To look at Laguna now, you wouldn’t know 
what the year-old California sea lion has been 
through. 

In the backstage Sea Lion Support Area 
of the Shedd Aquarium, the male pup darts 
through the water. With human visitors stand- 
ing by, talking about him, he leaves the tank 
and shimmies up to the edge of his enclosure, 
apparently curious. A note on a whiteboard 
says that on July 11 he weighed 59 pounds. 

Only his feeding behavior gives away the 
fact that, not long ago, he weighed less than 
half that. 

“As an animal who nearly starved twice in 
his life, he is frantic to eat,” says Ken Ramirez, 
the Shedd’s executive vice president of animal 
care and training. “It’s probably going to take 
him months to realize there’s always going to 


be food here.” 

Laguna is the Shedd’s fifth and newest Cali- 
fornia sea lion. He almost didn’t make it here. 
The animal arrived in late June after twice 
stranding on California beaches, dangerously 
underweight. 

The government’s official term for the 
mass stranding, Unusual Mortality Event, 
doesn’t do justice to how widespread and 
extraordinary it was. In the year’s first five 
months, almost 1,500 pups hit Southern Cali- 
fornia beaches, emaciated and dehydrated, 
compared with fewer than 300 in that period 
in a typical year. 

Most of the animals were nursed back to 
health and released. Laguna was not so fortu- 
nate. He first was found in the Laguna Beach 
area Jan. 9, weighing just 24 pounds. The 
Pacific Marine Mammal Center at Laguna 


Beach brought him up to 61 pounds before 
returning him to the ocean March 21. 

Six weeks later, he was found on a pier, 
further north, in Ventura County, Calif., his 
weight back down to 38 pounds. 

The re-stranding meant “the government 
decided he was a nonreleasable animal and 
started looking for a home,” Ramirez says. 
“Just because we’re in the middle of the coun- 
try, far from any ocean, doesn’t mean we can’t 
participate.” 

Three of the four California sea lions al- 
ready at Shedd are rescued animals, including 
last year’s arrival, Cruz, blinded after suffering 
gunshot wounds. 

Staffers hope that Cruz and Laguna, as 
similar-sized animals, will prove compatible 
to live together. 

But Laguna isn’t ready for the public yet.

Lolla updates 
weather plan

With 2013 proving to be an unusually stormy 
year for Chicago, bands and concert promot- 
ers have had to keep their emergency weather 
plans at their fingertips. 

Storms Friday night brought an early end 
to a Phish concert at Northerly Island and a 
Bjork set at the Pitchfork Music Festival, and 
prompted a 22-hour delay during Pearl Jam’s 
concert at Wrigley Field. 

Lollapalooza, which was evacuated last 
year during heavy thunderstorms, is updating 
its severe weather plans to ensure fans know 
where to take shelter in case of a repeat dur- 
ing this year’s concert, set for Aug. 2-4. 

Though the evacuation of more than 
60,000 festivalgoers from Grant Park last 
Aug. 4 went smoothly, many said they re- 
ceived no information about designated city 
shelters—the three underground Michigan 
Avenue garages listed in a severe weather 
plan jointly developed by the city and festi- 
val promoter C3 Presents. The garages re- 
mained mostly empty while Lollapalooza 
fans crowded under bus shelters and awnings, 
or streamed into local businesses. 

Lollapalooza’s weather plan—both the 
2012 and 2013 versions—calls for city work-

ers to direct concertgoers to the garages as 
they’re exiting Grant Park. 

Melissa Stratton, a spokeswoman for the 
city’s Office of Emergency Management, said 
people in the crowd did receive that direction 
last year but opted to wait out the storm else- 
where. Nevertheless, Stratton said, “as part of 
the planning process we are working with C3 
and CPD to strengthen crowd communica- 
tion outside the venue.” 

C3 also is taking extra precaution this year 
to make sure those at the festival know the 
shelter locations. This year, the main en- 
trance on Michigan Avenue between Balbo 
Avenue and East Jackson Drive will feature 
video screens that can be rotated in order to 
broadcast messages to the crowd, C3 spokes- 
woman Shelby Meade said. Signage directing 
fans to shelters also will be on hand in case of 
an evacuation.

Make way for more 


on music club scene

Three rising independent promoters, in- 
cluding the founders of Riot Fest and Spring 
Awakening, are joining forces to open a new 
1,600-capacity music club next week in the 
Wicker Park-Logan Square area. 

The schedule for Concord Music Hall at 
2047 N. Milwaukee Ave. is expected to be an- 
nounced Thursday, with Adam Ant headlining 
opening night Aug. 1. 

The venue is expected to book a mix of rock, 
hip-hop and electronic music, reflecting the 
background of three major indie promoters 
who will join forces to book the venue. They 
include React Presents, which stages Spring 
Awakening at Soldier Field and the North 
Coast Music Festival in Union Park; Riot Fest, 
the company behind the annual festivals of the 
same name; and Silver Wrapper, which has a 
history of bringing electronic-music artists and 
DJs to local clubs. 

The property, which formerly housed a 
Latin music club, was bought in recent months 
by Lucas King and Jeff Callahan of React 
Presents and a third partner, Nick Karounos. 
The 20,000-square-foot second-floor venue 
includes a 35-foot-long stage and five bars on

two levels. The space is designed to hold 700 
to 1,600 fans, depending on whether the two 
balconies are open.

Sure, Wrigleyville may be 
more crowded than usual with a hotel, 
ice skating and who knows what else the 
Cubs have planned. However, the pros will 
outweigh the cons. 

The Wrigley purists and many Lakeview 
residents will have to be dragged out of the 
dark ages kicking and screaming, but it’s 
for their own good. 

When the team’s current group of young 
players begins to pan out, all will be for- 
given. After all, Cubs fans want one thing 
more than anything else: a championship.

The city previously required a separate license for a restaurant to 
designate its outdoor seating area dog-friendly, but that now is folded 
into the retail food license. “Restaurants may establish a dog-friendly 
area in their outdoor space by simply providing a statement in their 
business activity description that they wish to establish such an area,” 
said Jennifer Lipford, director of communications for the Depart- 
ment of Business Affairs and Consumer Protection. With the excep- 
tion of service dogs, city ordinance states that dogs should never be 
brought inside a restaurant, so dog-friendly outdoor areas must be 
accessible directly from the street. 

Besides making sure your dog has a current rabies vaccination tag,

Google unveils Chromecast for $35 


Los Angeles Times 

Google on Wednesday announced Chrome- 
cast, a jump-drive-sized gadget that lets users 
watch content from their smartphones, tab- 
lets or laptops on their TV. 

Users will be able to plug the 
Chromecast into their TV 
using an HDMI input. To 
make it work, they also 
will have to connect to 
their home WiFi net- 
work. 

Once the device is 
set up, users can control 
their TVs and the content 
they watch by simply using 
their smartphone or tablet 
like a TV remote. The device 
works, for example, by finding a 
YouTube video on a smartphone and tapping 
on anew “Cast” icon to tell the device to send 
the video to the TV through Chromecast. 

But while Chromecast talks to smart- 
phones and tablets to figure out what content 
to play, the content itself is being pulled from 
the cloud. That means users can keep using 
their smartphones for other tasks while play-

ing video on Chromecast. 

Chromecast was made available Wednes- 
day for $35 from Amazon, Google Play and 
Best Buy. Best Buy also will carry the device in 
stores later this month. 

The new Chromecast device 
works similarly to Apple TV’s 
AirPlay feature, which lets 
users control the content 
they watch using their 
iPhone, iPad 
or other Apple 
devices. Un- 
like AirPlay and 
Apple TV, Google 
said Chromecast will work 
with many types of mobile de- 
vices, not just their own. Google 
said Chromecast will work with both 
Android and Apple iOS devices. 

Google said Chromecast will work with 
Google Play movies and TV shows, YouTube 
and Netflix. The device also will work with 
music apps, such as Google Music and Pando- 
ra. Other developers also will be able to make 
their apps work with Chromecast, Google 
said.
